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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's argument that the 
references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., track-based 
incremental file backup) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations 
from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181 , 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).Newly cited 
reference Bolt et al. teaches recognition of unchanged blocks of data that were backed-up [see: col. 9 lines 26-41]. Uemura et al. does not 
specifcally use the term track; but provides for the limitation in recognition of incremental backup of a storage area on floppy or disk [see: 
Figure 1 elements 108 and 111; col. 4 lines 15-33; also note Figure 2 element 203; Figure 9; and col. 9 lines 1-48 incremental back-up of 
blocks on tape].The examiner respectfuly maintains the rejection as outlined in the Office Action mailed August 11, 2005 . 
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
